Miss 
Lockyer 
to

Major John F. Hayes has won the 
first skirmish in the battle his former 
sweetheart, Miss Carrie Lockyer, has 
commenced to recover $10,000 for al­ 
leged breach of promise. 
After con­ 
siderable 
argument 
in the Superior 
Court yesterday 
Miss Lockyer's at­ 
torneys agreed to withdraw the com­ 
plaint which was filed against 
Major 
Hayes and file an amended one a week 
hence. 
It was contended that the 
original complaint was ambiguous and 
uncertain. 


The Valley Road. 


The steamer Washtenaw is reported 
ashore in the straits of Magellan with 
2000 tons of rails for the San Joaquin 
Valley Railroad Company. 
The first 
shipment of rails for the Valley 
road 


was made on this vessel, and 
its non 
arrival on account of the disaster will 
doubtless cause some delay in 
the 
work of the corporation. 
Two sailing 
vessels now on the high seas are load 
ed with 2500 ions of rails for the road. 
They left New York on May 10th and 
22d respectively and are not expected 
here until about September. 


Three parties of surveyors are now 
in the San Joaquin vallev laying routes 


for the road. 
Graham's party, which 


was the first to go out, has completed 
a line from the Stanislaus to the Tuol­ 
umne river and-is now working to the 
south. 
Guppy's party encamped upon 
the south bank of Kings river, whence 
it win work 
toward 
Hanford, 
and 
Tucker's party will survey fhe country 
between Fresno and Visalia. 
The di 
rectors of the road will meet today to 
consider the award of various con­ 
tracts. 


Must Pay a Fee. 


During the coming year students in 
the University at Berkeley will* be call 
ed upon to pay a tuition fee of $25. 


The Regents have not yet made an or-- 
der to that effect, but it is pretty well 
settled that they will do so, because 
such a policy has been decided upon 


by the two most influential committees 


ol the board—the 
Committees upon 
Finance and upon Internal Adminis­ 
tration. 
This departure from the time- 
honored practice of charging students 
n ithing for their opportunity to obtain 
a finished education is made necessary 


by a prospective financial deficit and 
the great increase of students, which 
demands an increase of the force of 
tutors. 


At a meeting held early in May, it 
was reported to the Regents that if a 
necessary appropriation of $35,000 was 
made for equipping the new Mechanic 
Arts building and if otrfer expenses re­ 
mained as they have been the past year 
there would be a deficit of $17,000. 
At the same time it was re|x>rted that 
the teaching force needed 
additions( 
which would cost $7000. 
Thereupon 
Regent Bartlett proposed to collect a 
tuition fee of $50 per student. Regent 
Wallace said he would prefer to accu­ 
mulate a deficiency and go before the 
Legislature and ask an 
appropriation 
to make it up. 
Various other sugges 
tiohs were made, but .finally the-matter 
was left to fhe Committees upon In­ 
ternal Administration and Finance. 


These committees have since been 
holding meetings, and as a result they 
will recommend a tuition fee ot $25, 
It is believed the Board will adopt the 
suggestion and levy the fee. 
They are 
likely to be all the more ready to do 
this because the entrance examinations 
show that there is going to be a fresh­ 
man class of unprecedented 
size—not 
less than 500, and perhaps consider­ 
ably more. 
More than two hundred 
studen's have passedexaminations, and 
usually the accredited schools send up 
twice as many as pass the exes; if the 
usual proportion holds good, this would 
give 600, but at any rate there are 
bound to be 500. 
The teaching force 
which was before too small to handle 
the number of pupils,will now be more 
inadequate than ever. 
Additions are 
needed in the departments of German, 
French, physics and many others, and 
it is only a question where' the need is 
the greatest, for all the requests for ad- j 
ditional assistance cannot be granted. I 
In order to prevent the $25 tee from I 
beating too hard upon poor students, j 
it will be recommended that seventy-1 
five persons, to be selected by the j 
faculty, after due inquiry, be exempted j 
from the requirement; it is the idea I 
that the most needy cases be selected.! 
All the students who receive scholar- i 
ships will also be allowed to enter free, | 
and that will make about 
100 free 
pupils. 
Others will pay $12.50 at the 
beginning of the first semester and 
another $12.50 at the beginning of the 
second. 


Within four years the number ol 
students has about doubled, and 
the 
increase is crowding the University be­ 
yond all precedent. 
There were 1100 
students last year, and there is a pros­ 
pect of 1400 the coming year. 
The 
Regents, judging by the experience of 
Stanford, where tuition fees of $20, and 
in some cases $25, were imposed last 
year, do not believe-the new order will 
deter anybody lrom coming, arid if 
the number of students at Stanford is 
to be limited to 1100, as now reported, 
that will 
tend to further 
swell the 
Berkeley ranks.

is his. intention to establish a labor 
bureau in connection with his office 
and then to place himself in com­ 
munication with all the farmers and 


, fruitgrowers in the State and guarantee 
them firstclass help. 
All applicants 
at Mr. Fitzgerald's office wiil be in- 


> vesligated and none but those who are 
reliable and honestly, desirous of work 


, will be sent out 
Mr. Fitzgerald is 
preparing things so that he will be able 
to furnish help for the harvesters and 
fruit growers for this season. In every 
instance where Japanese and Chinese 
are employed he will visit the em­ 
ployers personally and endeavor to 
hive them discharge the Asiatic help 
and give it to white people. 
Mr. 
Fitzgerald is also considering the plan 
adopted and brought to a successful 
issue, by the Mayor of Detroit, viz: the 
leasing of vacant lots to families to 
grow vegetables upon. 
He thinks 
-that this can be done very successfully 
in 
San Francisco, 
Oakland, Sacra­ 
mento, San Jose and Los Angeles, 
and that a great many families can be 
provided for in that way and the Chi­ 
nese displaced. 
We are pleased to 
note that our fellow townsman, Mr. 
Fitzgerald, has made something more 


of ,his office than a statistical shop that 
afforded no relief

Under sections 429 to 4 3 4 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fin.; of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt.

hood. In foot, she looked like only a 
very quiet, well dressed little gentle­ 
woman who would like nothing so well 
as to spend the day in the big chair of 
Mr. Gross' library. 


And when she talked about the so 
called new woman and the twentieth 
century woman it was harder still For 
Miss Anthony doesn't much admire 
either of,these in the accepted sense of 
the terms. 


When a timorous Inquiry was made 
as to who the new woman is, when she 
will oome, or if she had come already, 
Miss Anthony said: "It all depends on 
what jfrra mean by the term 'new wom­ 
an.' The term has become a cant phrase, 
carrying almost as much opprftbrium as 
the term 'woman's rights woman' used 
to imply. The 'new woman,' as the 
phrase goes, may mean a loud, mannish 
woman affecting the boisterous conduct 
of men, with none of the saving graces 
of her own sex. If that be the new 
Wuiuau, I du nut weluurne her coming. 
If by the new woman is meant a woman 
earnest, thoughtful, lofty of purpose, 
self reliant and equally well educated 
with man, why, then she has come. We 
have got her in our homes, where she 
stands side by side with her husband, 
welcoming his friends on the' common 
ground of intellectual equality, joining 
in their discussions—a college bred 
woman, who can do something more 
than pour tea when hor husband enter­ 
tains his friends. We have got the new 
woman in everything except tbe count­ 
ing of her vote at the ballot box. And 
that's coming. It's coming sooner than 
most people think. 
The new woman 
made her appearance 45 years ago, when 
Antoinette Brown entered Oberlin col­ 
lege. 
Next November we are going to 
have in New York an exhibit of new 
woman. 


"Nov. 13 Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stan­ 
ton will be 80 years old. The anniver­ 
sary will be made the occasion for a 
grand gathering of women who were the 
first to enter those fields of intellectual 
and business endeavor which half a cen­ 
tury ago were occupied solely by men. 
At that time no trades, no institutions 
of higher learning were open to women. 
A woman who was driven to self sup­ 
port could do a little sewing, could en- 
*ter domestio service or perhaps teaob in 
a primary schooL From not being able 
to earn a livelihood as she chose, from 
not being able to reap the results of her 
labor after she married, from not being 
able to control her property after she 
married, from, in brief, a position of 
oivio nullity she has advanced to her 
present position. Forty thousand women 
have been graduated from American ool- 
i, every calling has its followers 
among women, and they are today as 
well educated as men, if not better. 


In the state of New York one-elev­ 
enth of the property tax is paid by wom­ 
en. 
In my own city of Rochester wom­ 
en pay taxes on a property valuation of 
$29,000,000. These are some of the re­ 
sults of the battle fur equal rights, 
which women have been waging for 40 
years, a$Rl they have fought alone. The 
blacks had a nation's aid in the struggle 
for emancipation. Women are the only 
oppressed class who ever were compelled 
to battle for emancipation unaided. No 
party gives our olaims for equal suffrage 
its' indorsement. But today the nation 
is known as a nation of educated wom­ 
en. To^be sure, as wage earners they do 
not receive compensation equal to that 
of men. That is because, .being without 
the ballot, they cannot dictate the terms 
upon which they shall be employed. All 
the women of today ask are the rights, 
powers, privileges and immunities of an 
American citizen. We have been grant­ 
ed equal suffrage in Wyoming and Colo­ 
rado, virtually in Utah. .Equal suffrage 
bills are now pending in the legislatures 
Oregon, Idaho, Nevada, California 
and NeW York. The question of equal 
suffrage is beginning to be respected as 
political measure. And it's coming." 
—Chicago Tribune.

in every town and city in the state. Those 
who heard their logical addresses cer­ 
tainly withdrew many of their inherited 
objections to equal rights for women.''
